To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mrs.  Slack  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1948. 

As  I was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June, 
1949,  this  Report  is  a record  of  the  work  whilst  Dr.  G.  H. 
Taylor  and  Dr.  G.  Holdroyd  were  in  charge  of  the  department. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  many 
changes  in  the  administration  and  organisation  of  the  health 
services  as  a whole.  As  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  all  medical  services  under  Part  3 of  the  Act  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  in  this  area, 
the  County  Council.  These  services  comprise  Provision  of 
Health  Centres,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 
Midwifery,  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing,  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation,  Ambulance  Services,  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care 
and  After-care,  and  Domestic  Help.  District  Councils  are  thus 
left  with  mainly  Sanitary  duties  in  Health  matters. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Rural  District  are  set  out 
in  tabular  form.  As  in  recent  years  no  comparability  factor  is 
available,  i.e.,  a “ Factor  ” which  would  translate  the  statistics 
of  one  area  into  a comparable  figure  so  that  comparisons  with 
other  areas  could  be  made. 

The  Crude  Death  rate  for  the  year  is  8.99,  which 
compares  favourably  with  other  Rural  areas  and  with  the 
country  as  a whole. 

44ie  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  14.53.  This  rate  is  accepted 
as  the  most  delicate  index  of  the  health  of  the  community, 
llicrefore,  the  inference  is  that  the  general  health  in  the  Rural 
District  is  very  satisfactory,  as  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for 
Ihigland  and  Wales  is  34  per  1,000  live  birtlis.  This  is  tlic 
lowest  Infant  Mortality  rate  ever  recorded  for  the  district. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet 
h’ever,  Di|)hfhcria,  Whooping  (Mugh,  Measles,  Poliomyelitis  or 
1 nf.'inf  ilc  I )iarrha*a. 
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On  behalf  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Taylor  and  Dr.  G.  Holroyd, 
1 should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  loyal  support  and  help  during  the  year, 
and  to  extend  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  my 
appreciation  and  sincere  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance.

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(b»)  Still  Births. 

There  were  10  still  births  during  the  year,  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  .54  per  1,000  population. 

Still  births  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England 
and  Wales,  .42. 

(c)  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
as  belonging  to  the  Rural  District  was  166.  This  is  equal 
to  a death-rate  of  8.99  per  1,000  as  compared  with  10.8  for 
England  and  Wales.  As  no  comparability  factor  is  available, 
a true  comparison  taking  into  account  the  age  of  the  local 
population  cannot  be  made.

(d)  Infant  Mortality. 


There  were  5 deaths  of  children  under  1 year,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  14.53  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
Infant  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  34  per  1,000 
live  births.  Full  details  giving  the  causes  of  death  and  age 
<listrihution  are  given  in  Table  3.  One  of  these  was  an 
illegitimate  male  child.  The  figure  of  14.53  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  the  Rural  District  and  indicates  that  the  general 
health  of  the  community  is  very  satisfactory. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven 
[)rincif)al  zymotic  diseases,  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  .Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea 
and  hinteritis  (under  2 years).  There  were  no  deaths  in  this 
group.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  specimens  were  sent  to  the  laboratories 
attached  to  the  Hull  and  Beverley  Hospitals.  The  Bacterio- 
logical Examinations  of  Milk,  Water  and  Ice-eream  are  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  in  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  provide  their  own 
ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  all  such  cases.  Since  5th  July, 
1948,  all  Infectious  Disease  cases  have  been  sent  to  Cottingham 
or  Bridlington. 

(b)  For  Accident  and  Non-Infeetious  Cases. 

Up  to  the  5th  July  the  greater  part  of  the  area  was 
served  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Red  Cross 
Society.  Ambulances  were  stationed  at  Brough,  Beverley, 
Swanland  and  Market  Weighton.  After  this  date  the 
Ambulance  Service  became  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Authority. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

('linics. 

'I'hc  County  (,'ouncil  ludd  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  at 
Brough,  South  Cave,  Bishop  Burton,  Walkington,  Leven  and 
Lfconticld. 
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Ante  Natal  Clinics  were  held  at  Brough  and  Beverley. 
The  Clinic  at  Brough  was  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Local 
Nursing  Association  up  to  5th  July. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics  were  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Beverley  and  Hessle  up  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  when 
this  Service  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

Veriereal  Disease  Clinics  were  held  in  Hull. 

Midwifery  Service. 

This  was  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse  Mid  wives 
employed  by  District  Nursing  Associations  at  Woodmansey, 
Brough,  Ferriby  and  Lund.  The  remainder  of  the  area  was 
served  by  Midwives  employed  by  the  County  Council.  After 
the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Midwifery  Service  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  was  organised  by  the  County  Council,  who 
have  now  employed  a Home  Help  organiser  to  co-ordinate  the 
service  throughout  the  county. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  Health  Visiting  Service  to  the  Rural  District  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council.  These  nurses  also  undertake 
the  duties  of  School  Nurse  in  their  respective  areas. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

A special  Clinic  for  children  suffering  from  orthopaedic 
defects  is  held  in  Beverley,  and  where  necessary  cases  can  be 
admitted  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Kirbymoorside. 

Hospitals. 

After  5th  July,  1948,  all  Hospitals  in  the  country  were 
taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Maternity. 

There  were  County  Council  Maternity  Homes  at 
Beverley,  Driffield  and  Bridlington.  Cases  of  difficulty  were 
sent  to  Beverley  or  Bridlington. 
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General. 

Cases  were  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull,  and  the 
Emergency  Hospital,  Beverley. 

Children. 

General  cases  were  sent  to  the  Victoria  Children’s 
Hospital,  Park  Street,  Hull.  Infectious  cases  were  sent  to 
Cottingham  or  Bridlington.

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During  1948  there  was  an  increased  number  of  notifica- 
tions of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  However,  this  outbreak  was  not  confined  to 
the  Rural  District,  but  was  part  of  a general  increase  which 
occurred  throughout  the  country.  The  main  responsibility  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  Measles  in  a community  will  always 
finally  rest  on  the  parents,  as  if  proper  precautions  are  taken 
in  the  home  to  prevent  a case  coming  into  contact  with  other 
susceptible  children,  a very  important  step  has  been  taken  in 
preventing  spread. 

There  is  a definite  tendency  among  mothers  to  look 
upon  Measles  as  a disease  which  all  children  sooner  or  later 
contract,  and  I consider  the  prevalence  of  this  idea  to  be  one 
of  the  primary  reasons  for  slackness  in  the  control  of  contacts 
and  convalescent  cases. 

These  remarks  can  also  be  applied  to  Whooping  Cough, 
and  parents  must  be  taught  that  Whooping  Cough  cases  are 
potentially  dangerous  in  themselves,  and  that  there  is  also 
danger  of  grave  after-effects.  All  cases  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  no  matter  how  mild,  should  be  put  to  bed 
under  tlie  care  of  a doctor  until  the  doctor  says  the  child  is 
free  to  go  about.

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1948  were  7,  as  against  4 
in  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  Tuberculosis  from  the  previous  year.  However,  Local 
Sanitary  Authorities  must  always  consider  all  possible  steps 
to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

Schemes  have  been  drawn  up  by  the  Council  to  supply 
all  parishes  not  previously  served  with  water,  and  during  the 
year  work  was  commenced  on  the  Hunsley  Water  Scheme. 
The  construction  o£  Reservoirs  at  High  Hunsley  and  South 
Cave,  and  the  laying  of  mains  in  several  villages,  was  also 
undertaken. 

Sexverage. 

Since  the  end  of  the  War  the  Council  has  also  prepared 
various  schemes  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  disposal  works 
in  areas  not  already  served.  During  the  year  enquiries  were 
held  hy  the  Ministry  for  schemes  at  Molescroft,  Skidby,  Little 
eighton,  Wawne,  and  for  the  villages  in  the  Brantingham 
and  South  Cave  area.  Work  was  commenced  in  the  Wawne 
and  Molescroft  areas.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  addition  to  the  Council,  there  are  two  Statutory 
Water  Undertakings  and  one  private  Estate  Company  supply- 
ing water  in  the  Rural  District.  The  areas  of  supply  are 
as  follows  : —

Early  in  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  Hunsley 
Water  Scheme  and  mains  have  been  laid  in  the  villages  of 
Lockington,  Beswick,  Kiln  wick,  Aike,  Scorborough,  Lecon- 
field, Riplingham  and  Brantingham,  in  addition  to  linking  up 
to  the  existing  system.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  length 
of  main  supplying  Lockington  was  in  use.  The  construction 
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of  Reservoirs  at  High  Hunsley  and  South  Cave,  and  the 
Pumphouse  at  Newbald  was  also  commenced,  and  these  were 
nearing-  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  delivery  of 
steel  pipes,  pipe  fittings  and  hydrants  was  very  much  behind 
schedule  and  caused  serious  delays  in  progress. 

A])proval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  inclusion  of  Etton  and  Dalton  Holme  villages  in  the 
Scheme,  following  a deterioration  in  the  quality  of  water 
supplied  from  the  Estate  wells  to  these  villages,  and  the 
laying  of  mains  was  put  in  hand.  Extensions  to  existing 
mains  have  been  carried  out  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 
Bulk  supplies  obtained  from  the  Beverley  Corporation,  Howden 
R.D.C.  and  Driffield  R.D.C.  are  chlorinated  at  source  and 
samples  have  been  periodically  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
Analysis  with  satisfactory  results. 

Samples  have  also  been  regularly  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  Analysis  from  the  Council’s  South  Cave  supply 
and  reported  as  highly  satisfactory. 

Of  12  samples  taken  from  private  supplies,  5 proved  to 
he  unsatisfactory  and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Work  has  continued  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  to 
provide  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  Parishes  not 
already  having  these  facilities.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year 
the  Minister  of  Health  held  Inquiries  into  the  following 
Schemes  : — 

1 . Molescroft. 

2.  Skidby  and  Little  Weighton. 

3.  Wawne. 

4.  Trunk  Sewer  for  the  villages  of  Brantingham, 

South  Cave,  Newbald  and  Ellerker. 

Approval  has  been  received  to  schemes  for  Molescroft, 
Wawne,  Skidby  and  Little  Weighton.  Tenders  have  been 
received  and  the  work  completed  in  part  of  Molescroft.  Work 
has  also  commenced  at  Wawne.  A scheme  for  the  Parish  of 
Woodmansey  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  a 75  yds.  sewer  extension  was  carried 
out  for  the  purpose  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Site  at  Swanland. 

Two  Privies  and  28  Pail  Closets  have  been  converted 
to  Water  Closets. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  District  is  divided  into  5 areas  and  each  area  is 
served  by  a motor  refuse  collection  vehicle.  The  service  given 
includes  tlie  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing 
of  |)ajl  closets  and  ashpits. 

4'wo  controlled  tips  are  in  use,  and  these  are  situate 
respectively  at  Constitution  Hill,  Molescroft,  and  Old  Brick- 
yards, North  Ferrib}^ 

A new  vehicle  of  improved  type  and  larger  capacity  has 
been  ordered  to  replace  an  obsolete  vehicle. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  press 
with  the  (l(;vclo[)incnl  of  new  I lousing  Sites  and  the  con- 
st riidion  of  lioiis(ss.  C’onsidcrablc  delays  were  experienced, 
Iiowcvcr,  in  tlic  latter  part  of  the  year  i))  obtaining  the  revision 
of  'l'cnd(‘rs.  wliich  w(‘r(^  loo  high  for  acceptance.
